B. U R R I L L A WARFARE 



An engagement was fou-^ht on January 24th 1944 near. Myrna-Fkat cr ini , between 
Guerillas and a German .raottrised column of 10 cars* 60 Gcrnians were killed > 57 
v;ounded and 2 taken prisoners 3 cars as well as the car of the officer In charge 

of the convoy v/ere dcstroynd® 8oo\y»- 1 L.M»G., 10 rifles» several hand^ir enades 

arid V pistols* Guerijlas lost 1 killed* 

C0^MJNIo.UE No* 47 Zr-ly m .vnirig on the l/l2. 43, near Soliani and Skala (Para- 
myihia) ai*eas, german and moslem detaohmonts equipped with 
M.G. and mortars attacked our detachments in order to occupy the positions of 
Derou Eind Koulia* After. 3 hours, fierce fighting our detachments repulsed the 
enemy who was forced to beat a hasty retreat* 

Enemy's losses *- 7 killed and 5 woundod 

Our losses -- 1 killed end 2 wounded 

The Gormans have started a full scale campaign against the 
Guerillas of Macedonia with some 4»000 men, based in Salonica* 

On the 20 / 12 / 43 , they opened a front stretching from Verrola- 
Ekaterinl to Litohoro , in order to clean up the Pieria and Olumpus areas* 

Other German Nutts moved In from Elasson and Serbia. 

This attack was solidly met by the lOth Guerilla Division 
v;hlch Inflict.ed sov'erc casualties to Germans and caused their pltma to fall* 

. D’.rlng December l943, Guerillas fought 3 battles* The first 
took place In Giona in which the Commander of the Guerillas and a few men wore 
killed* Severe casualties wece. inflicted upon tho enemy* 

The second engagement was fought near Sperhlas (Gardlkl) 

80 Germans were killed* 
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During December 1943, OucarlllEkS of the 34th Regiment’ "wiped. out^strrong_g€man 
forces near Meghara (Attlkl)* 

During November 1943, an' onsnS«ment -was--f-ought near Sallgaros (Attlkl) bet- 
ween the 36th Guerilla Reelment and 1500 Germans oqulped with tanks and armoured 
cars* The Germans managed to surround the Guerillas,, but fortunately fresh rein- 
. f.prcoment ©qulped with anti-tank guns under the leadership of a British Offloer 
arrived on the scene and forced the enemy^s hand* 700 ’germana were killed and 
Several wounded* Guorlllas lost . 40 killed and several ‘wound ©d* 

Tv/o days later, the same Guerilla detachment attacked German troops, near 
Hostia-3erlkl village* Guerillas wore compelled to withdraw to highr positions, 
after two hours fluting, as their aiiimunltion was j^unning short* Severe casual- 
ties were inflicted to' the enemy* Guerillas lost 3 killed and 4 wounded.*^ 

During November 1943, a german force of 450 men with tanks and lorries approa- 
ched Kyrlakl (Elikon) village from 3 points whore GuerlllaB had outposts* Rein*- 
foced with the men and v;oraon of the village,, the Guerillas resisted the Germans 
who lost 4 killed and 33 wounded* 

The Guerillas lost 8 killed and 6 wounded* Amongst the casualties is a young 
girl who distinguished herself during the battle* She was killed v/hlle throwing 
her 7th grenade at the Germans* 

During December 1943, Guerilla groups attacked german detachments near Molaous, 
causing severe casualties to the enemy* 

An ‘engagement was fought on the 17/lo/43 outside l^li village betv/een German 
detachments from Livadla and Guerilla groups. 

. This battle lasted, all day long and both sides received reinforcements* 

60 germans were killed and several v;ound©d* Guerillas lost 11 killed and several 
vjounded* 

In ro.prlsql, Pyil ,Sour t i ,St ef anl and Panaktron villages wore set on fire by 
the Gesrmtins* 

On the 13/10/43, strong german forces attacked Guerilla detachments near 
Hryssomilia area using tanks and artillery*GuQrlllas resisted and caused severe 
casualties to the enemy* 150 Gormans were taken prisoner, and a large quantity 
of war material waa captured by the Guerillas* 

Simultaneously, other Guerilla Units attacked German troop near Aspr.^petra 
causing severe casualtifs, Guerillas lost 4 Killed and 13 vjounded. 

On the 21-1-44, a Guerilla detachment of 84 men attacked a Grrmen column of 
35 men ;)ear Akovon village Pcloponese* 7 Germans were killed, 20 wounded and 
three’ taken priseners* 

On the 15-1-44, a Guerilla group attacked a German motorised oclumn of 44 
cers moving towards Altvorion KIMT along the Tathia - Aliverlon road. A fierce 
engagement fol3o2ed but faced v;lth the enemy's superiority the Guerillas withdrew 
losing L killed and L prlsonnor* The Gormand lost 50 killed and aoproxlmat oly SO 
wounded* 

In reprisal Germans looted Allvorlon end burnt down 25 of the houses* 

An engagement was fought on the ll/l/44 outside Psathakia-Ghithion village 
b etw'een. German detachments and Guerillas* The Germans lost- 2 killed and 4 wounded 
and the Guerillas 30 killoi and wounded* 

On the 1/1/44 and at 17 hours, a German detachment hear Sella (Patras) village 
attacked a Guerilla group* German Icssos wero heavy* 10 Guerillas were killed 
in this engagement* 

In roprisal, the German' detachment executed 3 and arrested 41 of the inhabi- 
tants of Sella village* The entire village was looted and 46 houses set on fire* 
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0. SABOTAGE 



On’ the night ok* 22/s/44r Guerilla groups at Olympus, derailed a german armoured 
train, near Pinibs bridge.? carrying a General with his staff arid -many senior ail 
Junior officers from Athens to SalOnlca* The railway line at. this point had been 
mlnel for a length of 300 -meters and the entire train was blown Into the river* 

Over 400 were killed, mostly officers, ■ including the General and His staff* All 
that stretch liiie was completely destroy^ an*d all communications were thus cut 
for 80 hoxira* • 

On: a Guerilla group tried to capture the Apldea^-Molaon bridge 

In order to destroy It* The German guard of 20 men received reinforcement and the 
Guerillas were forced to withdraw* 11 Germans v/sre killed In this engagement* 

On the IO-I1/1/44, Guerilla groups dynainlted a section of Nemea-'Psarl road 
delaying thus all german transports* 

On the 9/1/44, a Guerilla group dynamited a bridge near Stefsls (Leontlou 
Community! Wemca eroa)* 

On the 8/1/44, Guerilla groups blew up many parts of the Klatou-Soullon 
road, and destroyed all bridges rendering tho road Impractl cable- 

On the 0/1/44 and at 7.30 a*m* Guerilla groups derailed goods train No* 307 , 

near Aspropyrghos station^ The engine and a nuinber of trucks viere overturned* 

On tho 15/12/43, Guerilla groups deotr 3Ted the railway lines end road bridges 
between Kyper Issla-Pyrghos and Kyparissla-Kalamas* 

. 2 Railway bridges and a train full of ammunition were blown up by GuerllleB 
at Lithohori during the german ^s campaign against the J<Iacedonian Guerilla groups 

on the 20/12/43* 

A stone bridge betv;eon Arkadia and Lakonla prefectures, near Hani-Bakourcu 
was destroyed by Guerillas on the 13/l2/43, cutting thus all communications bet- 
ween Sparta and Tripoli* 

During the same poi’iod, all telephone wires between Sparti ^nd Tripoli v;^-. 
cut by C aerillas • 

Train No* 77, from Athens v;as blovjn up at kilo 419 of the Athens-Salonlcn 
line, by Guerillas on the 21/12/43. 

During November 1943, Guerillas blew up the Central arch of tho Pireeus- 
Athens-Polopones© line bridge, near Hrani village (Meghaloupolis ) • A train vjas 
derailed and communications cut for many days* Hrani village was set on. fire by 
the Germans in rcFtrisal during the second fortnight of November 1943* 

During the second fortnight of November 1943, Guerillas from Rout si village 
(Meghaloupolie) attacked a train between Routs 1-Xeontar ion, wounding several 
german soldiers* 

On the following day, Routsi village v;es sot on fire in reprisal by tho 
germans* 

On the 6/11/43 and at 9,30 hours, Guerl.l.las attacked a train carrying v-far 
material between Borncou and Psathopyrghou (Achala)* During the engagement 3 
german soldiers vjere token prisoners and large quantity of war material captured© 
The train was destroyed by the Guerillas* 
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uurln^ the second fortnight of October 1943, a Ouerl llu deftacdiirventr-etlTaoked 
a Oorman motorised column of the Meghaloupolis-Kalamas highway, killing 3. genrian 
soldiers, taking 1 prisoner and « astroying. 1 car* All -bridges between Meghalou*- 
.polis and Kaleonas were blown up* In reprisal germens arrested hostages f^m 
Dlabolitsi village and set on fire to Skala-^kalaika (Messinla) Village*

Tho destruotion of Kalavrita town and its. surroundings constitutes one of ih^. 
most monstruous crimes of the Germans iri Greece* 

During the second fortnight of Docembor l9i3, a number pf Germans were kllloc'. 
during an engagement fought v/ith Guerillas near Kerplni village* The Germans l.n 
reprisal entered the village, assembled all inhabitants in the square* Women or.* 
children. up to Iz years of ago’were locked in the church and all the men and cM.L- 
dr on over 12 taken to the village cemetery where they were executed* 54 innocent 
peasants.. including 2 priests were thus killed in reprisal for the murder- of a hand- 
ful of german soldiers* The village, was also Vurnt to the ground* 

KalavTita,Aghia lavra, Megha Spyleon, Ano and Kato iahlorous ,Roghl , Souvardo/ 
Vaskokia, ^atytarl and Ano Mazl villages were also biirnt to the ground • 

In Volos on the 17/12/43, a detachment of 17 years old german recruits moving 
tovjords Pylion was attacked by Guerillas* In the engagenent that ensued 3 germans 
were killed* In the after-noon, a german detachment arrested 160 Inhabitants of 
Drakla village* On the l8/x2/43, a niimber of inhabitants were executed in the 
village's square and their bodies loft there for some time* 

During November 1943, an engagement was fought In Adrltsa village { Arghos area) 
betv;een Germans and Guerillas* In reprisal, the Germans arrested many Inhabitants 
of the village and hanged 30 of them* Many executions were carried out in Patras, 
Kalamas ,Ghithion and Tripoli* 

40 Greek citizens detained as hostages were executed by the germans in Ghl.th ion- 
on tho 17-18/12/43, in reprisal for the death of 10 german soldiers killed during 
an eng ag ement fought on the 9/12/43 between Germans and Guerillas. 

30 Greeks detained in Tripoli prisons wero executed by the German authorities 
In Tripoli on the I2/ 12/43, In reprisal .for the death of Carman soldiers killed 
during an »ngegement with Guerillas* 

On the 3/1/44, a G erman company burnt down several houses of Lembretka vlll*':; -, 
(Kato Achela) in roprisal for Guerilla activity* 

In reprisal for Guorilia activity, a' German column 200 men strong with mule:* 
and artillery looted and set fire to Mazl village on the 8/ 12/43* Platynero ,Vq1Los 
and Asvousaa villages were also burnt to the ground* 

The inhabltemts .of these villages have taken to the mountains -whore they are 
stciTving and without housing* 

Pagratl village was set on flro by the GermEins on the 6/l8/4:3, In reprisal 
for Guerilla activity* 

The Germans arrested and execut.ed 51 persons of Mllous in reprisal for an 
engagement fought between Germans and Ouer-lllas during November 1943 near tho 
village* 

10 Greek civilians were arrested in Kalamas on the 28/1Q/43 and were cxccuttG 
by the Germans on the 24/l0/'i3* 



0-; the day of thetr execution and at 11 a*m* sorao .w<jni6n taenifeertei fhir 
tiio release of the lO hostaso* Instead, the Germans arrested a further 4 wKo- 
wore also eKecuted* 

During Doc ember 1^43, German planes bombod ft*okoplon village (Bxvoia) in r&- 
prlsal for Gus»illa activity* 

During the same month a german motorised column of 4 oars looted and sot on 
fire many houses of Noa Artakl (Euvola) village In reprisal for Guerilla nctl^ 
vlty* • ■ 

On tho 3/10/43, German troops in rol^'isal for Guerrilla activity sot fire to 
Lyghladls (loanniua) village killing 108 inhabitants* On their way back to 
loannina, they set fire to Strounl vj.llago where many inhabitants unable to 
leave in time, were burnt alive* 

From the 20/10/43, SS detachments moving from Trikala to Kalembaka eparchy 
destroyed the following villages In reprisal for Guerilla activity!- Kalembaka, 
kastrakl eveta ,Vano ,Koula |Vob t i enta ,Kastanea ,Hrl ssomllla ,Keloghr tani ,Kato 

Per klag a>Lldonla ,Pleohorlon ,Kranla ,Klivono ,Kar aga ,VoliBtana ,Tyt“ ,Kaloghiro a | 
The inhabitants of these vUloges have mostly taken refuge in the raountaluo 
without food, proper shelter cr housing* . 

Mass executions, acta of arson, arrests of Innocent hostages in reprisal 
for Guerilla activity have turned the whole oountryside into* The Inhabltonta 
have mostly taken refijgo in v/oods or in the hills where tholr situation is 
tr Qg lo • 

Entire villages and inhabited localities havo been laid to waste* 

From trustworthy sources wo learn that in Grooco there ere over 100*000- 
families ( approx* One and half million persons) whoso houses have been burnt 
down and who ore now without food, clothes or shelter*
